In November, 1924 the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts paid over to the Town the sum of $383.47. This has 
been deposited in the Danvers Savings Bank and is subject 
to disbursement according to the provisions of law. 

Chapter 480, in an act to provide for the return to the 
cities and towns of certain surplus funds collected to pro- 
vide suitable recognition of those residents of Massachu- 
setts who served in the army and navy of the United 

tates during the war with Germany, and specifically pro- 
vides that the money received shall be held as a special 
fund to be appropriated only for the purpose of paying 
indebtedness or for purposes for which a city or town may 
borrow money as specified in Sections 7 and 8 of Chapter 
44, General Laws.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Boxford Schools continue to furnish as high a grade 
of Elementary Education as is possible with existing 
conditions. Outstanding as an improvement this year 
are the new glass enclosed busses which are furnishing 
transportation facilities for the children. A new rout- 
ing of transportation in the East Parish has accom- 
plished a considerable saving in cost; this saving is 
shown by the unexpended balance remaining at the close 
of this year. There will be an increase in appropriation 
for High School tuition during the next two years, as 
we now have only two classes in the Topsfield High. 

New supplementary reading books, kept in easily 
carried cases, have been added to the School Libraries 
and should prove beneficial and interesting to the chil- 
dren. 

High School pupils continue to attend the schools of 
North Andover and Topsfield, and it is the opinion of 
your Committee that these facilities are the best avail 
able. | 

There has been a considerable increase in school at- 
tendance in the East Parish, mostly in the lower grades. 
If this increase continues, additional facilities will be 
necessary. 

It is hoped that all citizens will take time and read 
the report of our Superintendent of Schools, to whom we 
are all indebted for his most interested and sincere ser- 
vice. 

To the Teachers and Supervisors the Committee 
wish to express thanks for service and interest shown. 
Mrs. Barker has kept watchful care over the children, ; 
giving service and personal interest deserving of high- 
est praise.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Committee of Boxford: 
Gentlemen: 

According to custom I submit the following brief 
annual report on schools for the past fiscal year. The 
brevity of this report is due to the few changes which 
have taken place in school conditions during the year. 
Change means either improvement or deterioration, 
and happily such change of conditions as has occurred 
has been towards improvement. 


TRANSPORTATION 


In this element of the school service the one out- 
standing improvement is seen. The new bus and the 
improved routing in the East Parish is a decided ad- 
vance over last year. From the standpoint of both 
safety and comfort the new equipment justifies the 
action of the Committee. A slight change in the hours 
of school sessions was necessitated by the changed time 
schedule of the bus, but this has been the source of no 
real hardship to anybody. 

Improvement has also been made in the trans- 
portation facilities in the West Parish. 


TEACHING STAFF 


There were no changes in the teaching personnel 
during the year. Such a condition is usually of ad- 
vantage to both pupils and teachers. The time lost in 
mutual adjustment between teacher and pupil after a 
change is not always fully appreciated. Friction, due to 
misunderstandings both by teacher and pupils, is re- 
duced to a minimum, if the teacher is worthy of re- 
appointment. 

It should be realized that it is no easy matter for a 
town like this, comparatively isolated as it is, to retain 
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teachers of the quality that is desired. The modern 
teacher is not content to stand still professionally, and 
will often accept a position at a smaller salary where 
she is able to have easy access to the various institutions 
where courses may be taken for professional improve- 
ment. Of course there is also the other element of easy 
access to some form of recreation which she is equally 
justified in requiring, and which she should have, in 
order not to “go stale’ from too much school. 


BOOKS AND LIBRARIES 


Text books are gradually being brought to uniform- 
ity in the various grades, and better types are being 
introduced to suit the needs of this type of school grada- 
tion. The mere fact that a text is new and well adver- 
tised is no assurance that it will meet the needs of schools 
graded as are ours. 

The new reading system, The Beacon, has been given 
sufficient trial to at least indicate its probable worth. 
The teachers using the system see indications that it is 
likely to show great improvement over other systems 
already tried. 

The school libraries of the upper grade rooms in each 
section of the town have been enriched by the addition 
of about twenty volumes each. These were purchased so 
as to avoid duplication and will be interchanged after 
each school has exhausted the possibilities of that section 
now in its possession. Thus each year the four upper 
grades have the opportunity of reading fifty books care- 
fully chosen for them. State certification for such ap- 
proved reading may be secured. 


BUILDINGS 


It seems but vain repetition to report on this section 
of our school system and have to say the same things 
from year to year. Such as they are, they are good; but 
they are not good, such as they are. To elucidate: there 
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are two of “the little red schoolhouse’ type of buildings 
in the East Parish. These are in a condition of good 
repair, especially the Palmer School, and such as they 
are, they are good. This type of building, however, 
should be as extinct as the Dedo in this age of enlighten- 
ment. Sanitary and hygienic conditions, even if bear- 
able, are certainly not desirably educative. They edu- 
eate of a certainty, but not at all towards progress. It 
should be realized that environment is a very strong fac- 
tor in a child’s development, both physically and spirit- 
ually. Therefore these buildings are not good, such as 
they are. A modern two-room building, set on an ade- 
quately large plot of land, is much needed in this section 
at once. 

As for the Gardner Morse School, the need still exists 
for adequate lighting in both rooms. This need not in- 
volve any great expense and would prove a wonderful 
boon to both teachers and pupils. Employers of labor in 
factories long ago accepted the evidence of science, that 
adequate light is a prime factor in speeding production 
and in improving quality of output. Why not give our 
most important industry a fair chance to compete in the 
preparation of your children for the future? 


DISTRIBUTION OF PUPILS 


This year there has been an increase in enrollment 
in the Boxford Schools which approximates 25%. This 
produced no crowding other than in the Aaron Wood 
School. And even this one instance of threatened over- 
flow was minimized by the visits of children’s diseases 
which have seriously broken up the years work. It is 
interesting to note that there was an increase in the en- 
trance enrollment of the first grade of 114% over last 
year. The greater part of this increase was in the East 
Parish, and if repeated even in part next year, would 
completely inundate the Wood School accommodations. 
This is but another reason for a new building. 
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AGE AND GRADE DISTRIBUTION 
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This tabulation is deceptive for comparison with 
those of previous years because the ages are taken ac- 
cording to the method prescribed by the State Depart- 
ment and do not show ages to the nearest year. This 
shows an apparent degree of over-agedness which is 
not accurate. The per cent of under age pupils is cor- 
respondingly inaccurate. ‘Heretofore the figures were 
taken as of December 31 and were computed to the near- 
est year. Thus a child aged between 514 and 614 years 
was recorded as 6, and the heavy diagonal step lines 
were placed on the half-year marks. Since our entering 
age begins at 514, this gave a nearer approximation of 
facts.

Voted to adopt the following as a By-Law: 

Whoever being the owner or keeper of a hound shall 
permit it to run without chain or leash at any time between 
one half hour after sunset and one half hour before sunrise 
on property not owned or occupied by said owner or keeper 
shall be punished by a fine of ten dollars. 


Article 17. To seeif the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate any sum of money to assist in the extension of 
a line of poles and wires along Ipswich Road in Boxford, to 
furnish current to North Bennett St. Industrial School and 
others. 

Voted to pass over Article 17 without action. 
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Article 18. To see ifthe town will raise and appro- 
priate a suitable sum, to oil the road, beginning near the 
residence of Mrs. Charles Perley to the junction of the 
Lawrence and Brook View Roads, or to continue on the 
Lawrence road to the North Andover Line, if the Town 
sees fit, or to take any action in the matter. 


Voted that we raise and appropriate $1,000.00 to repair 
and oil the road from Mrs. Charles Perley’s to the North 
Andover line, by way of the Lawrence Road. 


Article 19. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to oil the Middleton Road from 
the Town Hall to the four corners, locally known as “Frye’s 
Corner” or take any action in the matter. 


Moved to pass over Article 19. No vote. 


Voted to raise and appropriate $200.00 to oil Middleton 
Road from the Town Hall to Frye’s Corner, (so called). 


Article 20. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate any sum of money to be expended under the 
provisions of Chapter 90 General Laws in the continuation 
of the work on Ipswich road, Boxford and Main Street, 
West Boxford or take any action in the matter. 


Voted to raise and appropriate $1,000.00 to extend the 
work on Ipswich Road in the East Parish, and $1,000.00 to 
extend the work on Main Street in the West Parish, under 
the provisions of Chapter 90, provided the State and Coun- 
ty will each appropriate a like amount. 


Voted that $500.00 be taken from the Excess and Defic- 
iency account and added to the $1,000.00 already raised for 
the work on Ipswich Road in East Boxford, and $500.00 for 
Main Street in West Boxford. 


Article 21. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sufficient sum of money to repair the Flag- 
staff on the lawn in the East Parish and to plow and re-seed 
and care for the lawn around it. 
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Voted to take $200.00 from the Excess and Deficiency 
account to repair the Flag-staff and plow and re-seed the 
lawn around it. 


Voted that a committee of three be appointed to carry 
out the above vote, and that Mrs. Rolfe, Mrs. Waters and 
Mrs. Little be the Committee to expend this $200.00 as they 
see fit, relative to repairing the Flag-staff, etc. 


Article 22. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before the meeting. 


Voted to dissolve this meeting.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


As may be seen from the financial report, the total 
amount spent by the School Committee for the past year was 
$15,817.73. This is an inerease over the previous year of 
approximately $1,400, of which over $900 was for High 
School tuition or transportation to vocational school. The 
remainder of approximately $500 of this increased cost was 
spent for much needed repairs to the Palmer and Gardner 
Morse schools. 

A situation perhaps not fully appreciated is the amount 
of State aid received by the town for the schools. Below 
are listed amounts either already paid the town, by the State 
or to be paid later. Your attention is called to the fact that 
all the State rebates are based on the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1928 while expenses reported are for the calendar year 
ended December 31, 1928. 


High School transportation $1,925.85 
School Fund Part 2 1,432.36 
School Fund Part 1 780.00 
Vocational School transportation 223.75

Deducting this credit from gross expenses gives a net 
cost to the town for schools of $11,069.10. 
Out schools continue to furnish as satisfactory elemen- 
tary education as can be hoped for with existing facilities.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Committee of Boxford: 
Gentlemen: Herewith submitted is my fifth Annual Re- 
port as Superintendent of Schools. 


GENERAL CONDITIONS 


There has been no marked change in educational condi- 
tions in the local school system other than that which natur- 
ally follows a complete change in teacher personnel such as 
took place in the East Parish during the Summer vacation. 
Miss Riggs was elected to a position in the Stoneham! schools, 
and Miss Shaw entered into matrimony. Replacing these 
teachers were employed Mrs. Gladys McPherson and Miss 
Marjorie Leland. Mrs. McPherson, a normal graduate and a 
teacher of experience was elected to teach in the Aaron 
Wood school. Miss Leland, also a normal graduate of ex- 
cellent promise. Under these new incumbents the schools 
are progressing very satisfactorily. 

Notable improvements in equipment and in building con- 
ditions have been brought about during the year. The great- 
est of these is the improvement in lighting conditions in both 
the Palmer and Morse schools. In both cases windows have 
So rearranged that light is now admitted to the rooms 
effected, from the left, instead from all directions as for- 
merly. This improvement will doubtless make for better 
health and better work on the part of the children housed in 
those rooms. 

In the Palmer School added improvement resulted from 
complete retinting of the walls and ceiling. This room is now 
remarkably cheerful wholesome. 

Simple manual training equipment was secured for the 
boys of the Gardner Morse School to aid in the work of the 
Four-H Club which has been organized there under direc- 
tion of the County Farm Agent. In this school the girls are 
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being instructed in Basketry and in Sewing. This is also 
Four-H Club work. 

Mcdern maps and globes have been provided for the 
upper grades at both ends of the town. The old equipment 
was both meager and antiquated. Textbooks have also been 
modernized in all schools, and the portable libraries have been 
interchanged, much to the profit of the children. 

The work in Musie and Art has continued under the 
same supervisors as last year and along much the same lines. 

Our Health activities under the same leadership as for 
several years past has been carried on in the same efficient 
manner. 

On the whole the year has been one of steady normal 
progress, with no thrilling peaks and no gulfs of depression. 
Work has been carried on in a sane orderly manner, free 
from any experimentation along untried paths. Time has 
been utilized to the fullest in the endeavor to prepare the 
children of Boxford to cope with the children of the larger 
communities on an approximately equal footing. High 
sounding nomenclature for commonplace practices has been 
avoided. Hard work has been one of our greatest aims. If 
we have succeeded at all in realizing this aim there is little 
need to worry about the future accomplishments as long as 
the spirit of work persists. 


SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS 


Improvements on the school buildings has been covered 
above, it remains to say that at present there is plenty of 
room for all of the children. If any great increase in school 
population comes to the East Parish however we shall face 
a serious difficulty. Aaron Wood School is now full to the 
full floor capacity with seats. Most of these seats are occu- 
pied. Consideration should be given to this prospect at once. 

There is still one decidedly serious need in connection 
with the building at West Boxford. This refers to the toilet 
facilities. The present conditions are abominable and grow- 
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ing worse. Provision should be made at once for the installa- 
tion of chemical toilets in this building. An adequate water 
supply for the same building should also receive attention. 
Conditions are better in both of these respects in the Palmer 
School but chemical toilets would be a worth while improve- 
ment even here, and in the Aaron Wood School toilet im- 
provements are much to be desired. 


SCHOOL ENROLLMENT 


The past year has shown an appreciable increase in school 
enrollment in Boxford. This can readily be seen by compar- 
ing the following tables with those of last year. Increases 
will be found in both upper and lower grades.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON BY-LAWS 


The following By-Laws are submitted for action. by the town: 


ARTICLE I 
Town-Meetings 
Calling of Town-Meetings 


Section 1. The Selectmen, whenever it is practicable shall, 
before calling any town-meeting, post notices of their intention 
so, to do, in not less than two places in the town, at least fifteen 
days before the time of such meetings. The notifications shall in 
all cases contain a copy of the warrant. 


ARTICLE II 
Records and Accounts — Annual Reports 


Section I. All boards, standing committees, and officers of the 
town shall cause records of their doings and accounts to be kept 
in suitable books. 

Section 2. All boards, standing committees, special committees, 
or officers of the town, having charge of the expenditure of money, 
shall annually report thereon in print in such manner as to give 
the citizens a fair and full understanding of the objects and 
methods of such expenditures, referring, however, to the report 
of the Treasurer or Accountant for specific details. 


Estimates of Appropriations 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Selectmen to prepare 
and print in the Annual Town Report a table of estimates of all 
annual appropriations proposed to be made at the annual meet- 
ing. In order that the Selectmen may make such a table, each 
board or standing commmittee shall make out an estimate for 
each appropriation to be asked for, and cause the same to be 
handed to the Selectmen, in writing, in season for such publica- 
tion, and not later than January 15th in each year, with the rea- 
sons therefor.

Date When Reports Are to Be Ready 


Section 4. The contracts for printing the Annual Town Re- 
ports shall be made by the Selectmen; and all annual reports and 
all other reports intended to be bound up with the Annual Town 
Reports shail be sent to the Selectmen not later than January 
81st. 


Illustrations 


Section 5. No illustrations shall hereafter be introduced in 
reports of the town officers, boards, or committees, except in 
cases where the insertion of such illustrations is expressly author- 
ized by the Selectmen. 


Selectmen’s Report 


Section 6 The annual report of the Selectmen shall unless 
such information is contained in other reports to be published 
with the Annual Town Report, state what action has been taken 
as to the following matters: In regard to town ways, county ways, 
it shall state specifically what have been laid out and constructed. 
what have been altered, what damages have been assessed and 
paid, what claims are outstanding and what claims are in suit 
against the town. It shall also state what ways that have been 
ordered laid out, or accepted, remain to be constructed. It shall 
especially give full reports in regard to all suits against the town, 
with all the circumstances relating thereto. It shall also contain 
a detailed statement of the repairs made upon public buildings. 


Treasurer’s Report 


Section 7. In his annual report the Treasurer shall state 
specifically the objects for which the debt of the town was in- 
creased during the year preceding, and recite the votes under 
which the money was borrowed; and shall render a classified state- 
ment of all expenditures and recipts of the town in such detail as 
to give a fair and full exhibit of the objects and methods of all 
expenditures. 


Assessors’ Report 


Section 8. The Assessors shall append to their annual report 
a table of the valuation, real, personal and total, the rate of taxa- 
tion, and the amount of money raised. 


School Committee’s Report 


Section 9. The School Committee shall append to their annual 
report a statement of the total number of children who have at- 
tended the public schools during the year. 


Town Clerk’s Report — Index 


Section 10. The Town Clerk shall make a full index of the re- 
ports, and it shall be a part of his official duty to prepare a report 
upon the vital statistics for publication in the Annual Report. 
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ARTICLE III 
The Financial Year 


Section 1. The financial year shall begin on the first day of 
January and end on the thirty-first of December; and during 
the interval between the thirty-first day of December in each 
year and the time of making the next annual appropriations, 
the Selectmen, the School Committee, in order to meet the lia- 
bilities of their several departments incurred in the carrying on 
of the work entrusted to them, shall have authority to make ex- 
penditures and payments from the treasury from any available 
funds therein, and the same shall be charged against the said next 
annual appropriations, but such expenditures and liabilities in- 
curred for any purpose shall not exceed one-third the entire 
amount appropriated for that purpose in the previous year. 


ARTICLE IV 
Selectmen 


Section 1. The Selectmen shall exercise a general supervision 
over all matters affecting the interests or welfare of the town. 

Section 2. The Selectmen may settle any claims or suits 
against the town, which in their opinion cannot be defended suc- 
cessfully, acting upon the advice of counsel when the amount to 
be paid exceeds one thousand dollars; and they may employ 
counsel in suits against the town and whenever they deem it 
necessary. 

Section 3. The Selectmen may appear (either personally or by 
counsel) before any committee of the legislature, or board, or 
commission, to protect the interests of the town, but are not 
authorized by this By-law to commit the town to any course of 
action. 


ARTICLE V 


Assessors 


Section 1. The Assessors shall deliver the tax list and war- 
rant for collection to the Collector, at the earliest possible date. 
On or before the thirty-first of December, in .each year, the 
Assessors shall enter upon’ the tax list of the Collector the assess- 
ments omitted from the last annual assessment of taxes and 
subseguently assessed. Additional warrants shall be issued to the 
Collector for all taxes assessed or reassessed which are not covered 
by the terms of the original warrant. All tax bills shall be sent out 
by the Collector, and shall be delivered as soon as practicable 
after the receipt of the tax lists and warrants from the Assessors. 

Section 2. The Assessors shall keep a record of all abatements 
of taxes, the names of the parties taxed, and the reasons for and 
the amount of the abatement. On the first day of every month 
they shall notify the Collector and the Accountant in writing, of 
the amount of taxes abated in the nreceding month, stating sep- 
arately the amount abated from each tax levy. 
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ARTICLE VI 
Treasurer and Collector —- Payment of Taxes 


Section 1. All taxes shall be paid on or before the first day of 
November in each year, unless otherwise ordered by the town, ex- 
cept bills for poll-taxes only, which shall be paid within ten days 
after the presentation thereof. 

Section 2. In all cases where tax bills are not paid at the 
time specified in the first section, it shall be the duty of the Col- 
lector forthwith to issue a summons to each delinquent, and if 
such delinquents do not pay the tax within ten days after the 
issuing of the summons, with twenty cents more for the summons, 
the Collector shall issue his warrant to an officer, who shall forth- 
Hae proceed to collect the amount due, in manner provided by 
aw. , 
Section 3. The Treasurer shall have the custody of all receipt- 
ed bills and receipts, and of notes, bonds, and coupons which have 
been paid. 


ARTICLE VII 
Town Clerk 


Ave 1. The Town Clerk shall have the custody of the town 
seal. 

Section 2. All conveyances under seal, which may hereafter 
be executed by the town, pursuant to a vote of the town or other- 
wise, shall: be sealed with such seal and subscribed by a majority 
of the Board of Selectmen for the time being. 

Section 8. The Town Clerk shall keep a true copy (in a book 
to be kept for such purpose alone) of all deeds or conveyances 
executed by the Selectmen. 

Section 4. It shall be the duty of the Town Clerk to see that 
every conveyance to the town of any interest in land is properly 
recorded in the Registry of Deeds. 


ARTICLE VIII 
Accounting Department 


Section 1. The Selectmen shall appoint for a term of three 
years a competent Accountant, who shall have the custody of all 
contracts of the town and of all bonds of indemnity given to the 
town; shall keep a register of the dates, amounts, and sureties on 
all bonds, and notify the Selectmen whenever any such bond ex- 
pires, or he is of the opinion that it is impaired by the death, in- 
solvency, or other disability of a surety; shall keep a complete 
set of books, wherein shall be entered the amount of each speci- 
fic appropriation and each amount that has been expended on 
account of such appropriation; shall when any appropriation has 
been wholly expended immediately make a report of that fact to 
the Selectmen and to the head of the department under whose 
direction the work for which the appropriation was made is car- 
ried on; shall direct to the Treasurer all necessary warrants, 
drafts, or other orders for the payment of money in such form as 
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the Selectmen shall approve, but such warrants, drafts, or orders 
shall only be valid when signed by a majority at least of the 
Selectmen. 

Section 2. Said Accountant shall examine all bills or demands 
rendered against the town; shall see that they have been incurred 
and properly approved by some person duly authorized, in exact 
accordance with such authority, that the clerical computations are 
correct, and that there are on hand funds appropriated for such 
purpose sufficient for the payment of such demand or bill; in case 
of any error or any informality, he shall make note of the fact 
and return the bill or demand, with his objections, to the officer 
or board presenting the same; if he approve the bill or demand, 
he shall sign a warrant for the Town Treasurer to pay all ac- 
counts therein entered. Such warrant shall be signed by the 
Selectmen as stated in Section 1. The regular days for the issuing 
of such warrant shall be on the first and third Friday of each 
month, but the Accountant shall have the right with the appro- 
val of the Selectmen to change the date as conditions may war- 
rant. Due notice of such change shall be given to the Executive 
Officers of the various Departments. When requested by any 
officer in charge of a department, the Accountant may, if he 
deem it proper so to do, audit and issue drafts or warrants for 
the payments of accounts at other times. 

Section 3. *Said Accountant shall, with the issue of each Treas- 
ury Warrant make to the Selectmen a report of the amounts of the 
several appropriations, and of the amounts of all drafts on ac- 
count of each appropriation made, and of the balance of such 
appropriations remaining subject to draft, and shall prepare such 
other financial statements as may from time to time be required 
by the Selectmen. 

Section 4. Such Accountant shall in his annual report include 
a statement of all the receipts and expenditures of the town for 
the past financial year, giving in detail the amount of each speci- 
fied appropriation and the expenditure therefrom, the receipts 
from each source of income, the reduction, if any, of the town 
debt, and the change, if any, in the sinking funds; said statement 
shall be arranged, as far as practicable, to conform to the ac- 
counts of the Town Treasurer and Town Collector,. 

Section 5. The Accountant shall have the right to examine the 
books and accounts of the Treasurer and Collector, and of all 
officers and committees intrusted with the receipt, custody, or ex- 
penditure of money, whenever he sees fit so to do. and shall make 
complete examination and audit for the Annual Town Report. 

Section 6. In general the conduct of the Accounting Depart- 
ment of the Town shall be in conformity with the laws of the 
Commonwealth relating thereto. 


ARTICLE IX 
Department of Wires and Lights 


Section 1. The department of electric wires and street lights 
Shall be in charge of a superintendent, who shall be appointed by 
the Selectmen annually in April. He shall hold office from the 
first day of May following for the term of one year and until 
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another is appointed in his place. His salary shall be fixed by 
vote of the town. The Selectmen may at any time remove him. 
He shall keep a record of the businss of his department, and sub- 
mit to the Selectmen in time for publication in the, Annual Town 
Report a yearly report of such business. 

section 2. He shall have supervision of all electric and 
other wires erected in, upon, over, or under any street or build- 
ing, and of all poles supporting wires or lamps and street-lights, 
end shall require all persons and corporations owning or operat- 
ing wires to conform to the conditions and requirements of Chap- 
tex 165 of the Acts of the Legislature of the year 1895. 

Section 3. He shall by virtue of his office be the Superintend- 
ent of Fire Alarm Telegraph and Police Signal Systems. and all 
other electric wire systems now or hereafter owned by the town. 

Section 4. He may, with the approval of the Selectmen, ap- 
point and remove such assistants as may be necessary for the 
work to be done, permitted by the appropriation. 

Section 5. Any person or corporation operating electric or 
other wires within the town shall, upon request of the Superin- 
tendent, furnish him with such information as may be necessary 
to ahs faithful and effectual discharge of his duties under this 
By-law. 

Section 6. After the adoption and approval of this Art. not 
more than one line of poles are to be replaced or installed on any 
one street, these poles to be used jointly for all wires. 


ARTICLE X 
Sealer of Weights and Measures 


Section 1. The Sealer of Weights and Measures shall be paid 
such annual salary as the town from time to time may vote. He 
shall account for and pay into the Treasury of the town all fees 
received by him by virtue of his office; but no fees shall be 
charged for services rendered under the provisions of Section 21 
of Chapter 62 of the Revised Laws. 


ARTICLE XI 
Use of Public Ways 


Horses and Vehicles 

Section 1. No person having charge of a horse-driven vehicle 
of any description shall pass with the same over any public way 
of the town, uniess holding the reins of the animal or animals at- 
tached thereto, if riding, or, if not riding unless walking by the 
head of the shaft or wheel animal, cither holding or keeping within 
the reach of the bridle or halter and such person shall at all times 
be in such position as to be able to restrain and govern such ani- 
mal or animals. 

Section 2. No person shall at the same time drive or take 
charge cf more than one horse-driven vehicle in any public way 
of the town. 

Section 8. No person having charge of a vehicle, whether 
motor or horse-driven, in any public way shall neglect to stop the 
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same or to place the same when stopped as directed by a_ police 
officer of the town, nor shall neglect or refuse to go upon that 
part of the said way to which such person is directed by a police 
officer of the town. 

Section 4. No person having charge of any vehicle, whether 
motor or horse-driven, shall permit such vehicle to stand upon any 
public way or other public place, after having been forbidden so 
to do by a police officer of the town or by a notice posted on such 
way or place under official authority. 

Section 5. No person having charge of a vehicle, whether 
motor or horse-driven, shall stop the same so as to obstruct any 
crossing or to interfere with the passage of pedestrians at such 
crossing nor shall any person stop any such vehicle nor allow the 
same to remain in any public way in such manner as to obstruct 
the free passage of other vehicles or pedestrians thereon. 

Section 6. No person shall by any noise, gesture, words, or 
other means, willfully frighten a horse in any public way in the 
town. 


‘Use of Public Ways and Sidewalks 


Section 7. No person shall lay, throw, or place, or cause to be 
laid, thrown, or placed, any ice or snow into any street within the 
town, unless the same be broken into small pieces and spread 
evenly on the surface of such street. 


ARTICLE XII 
Defacing Public Grounds — Climbing Trees 


Section 1. No person shall willfully deface or injure any pub- 
lic playground, planting space, flower bed, grass, border, guide- 
post or guideboard, official sign, post, or signaling device for thé 
direction of traffic, lamp post or lamp or lantern, or any build- 
ing, fence, or monument or other thing situated, erected, or made 
for the use or ornament of the town. 


Posters and Circulars 


Section 2. No person, unless required by law so to do, shall 
make any marks, letters, figures, of any kind, or place any sign, 
advertisement, or placard upon or against any wall, fence, post, 
ledge, stone, building, or structure, in or upon any public way in 
the town, without the permission of the owner thereof, nor upon 
any sidewalk or upon any property of the town without the con- 
sent of the Selectmen. 

Section 3. No person shall deposit papers, circulars, or ad- 
vertising matter of any kind in the publie ways of the town, nor 
distribute the same through the town in such manner as to cre- 
ate a disturbance or litter. 


Discharging Firearms 


Section 4. No person shall fire or discharge any gun, fowling- 
piece, or firearm within two hundred feet of any street in the town 
of Boxford or on any private grounds, except with the consent of 
the owner thereof; provided, however, that this by-law shall not 
apply to the use of such weapons at any military exercise or in the 
lawful defense of the person, family, or property of any citizen. 
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Dogs 


Section 5. No person shall own or keep in the town any dog 
which by biting, barking, or howling, or in any other manner, dis- 
turbs the peace or quiet of any neighborhood or endangers the 
safety of any person. 


Hawkers and Peddlers 


Section 6. a. No person shall go from place to place in this 
town selling or bartering, or carrying or exposing for sale or bar- 
ter, or offer for sale gasoline at a filling station, or any fruits, vege- 
tables, or fish in or from any cart, wagon, or other vehicle, or in 
any other manner, without a license therefor from the Board of 
Selectmen, or such other board or officer as may be designated by 
the Selectmen, provided, however, that this section shall not 
apply to any person who sells only fruits or vegetables raised or 
produced by himself or his family, or fish which is obtained by 
his own labor or the labor of his family. 

b. The Board of Selectmen or such other board or officer shall 
have authority to grant such license to any person of good repute 
for morals and integrity who is or has declared his intention to be- 
come a citizen of the United States. Said license, unless sooner 
revoked by the board or officer granting the same, shall expire one 
year from the date of issue, and each person so licensed shall pay 
therefor a fee of twenty-five dollars. 

ec. No hawker or peddler shall sell or offer or expose for sale, 
any of the articles enumerated in Section 15 of Chapter 65 of the 
Revised Laws and in acts in amendment thereof, until he has re- 
corded his name and residence with the Board of Health or such 
other board or officer as may be designated by the Selectmen. 
Every person licensed under the provisions of the preceding sec- 
tions as a hawker or peddler of fruits, vegetables, and fish shall 
pero his name and residence in like.manner with such board or 
officer. 

Section 7. a. No person hawking, peddling, or carrying or 
exposing any article for sale shall cry his wares to the dis- 
turbance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the town, 
nor shall carry or convey such articles (in any manner that will 
tend to injure or disturb the public health or comfort nor) 
otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which are neat and 
clean and do not leak. 

b. Every hawker and peddler licensed as above shall be 
assigned a number and shall be provided with a badge which shall 
be conspicuously worn by him; and every other such hawker and 
neddler as described in Section 15c, shall provide himself with a 
badge of such type and design as may be apnroved by said board 
or officer, which he shall wear in like manner. Whoever neglects 
to wear, or wears such badge without authority, shall be punished 
by the penalty provided by these by-laws. 

ec. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a licensee as a 
conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale by him shall 
have attached thereto on each side a number plate, to be fur- 
ned by the town with his license, bearing the number of such 
icense. 
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d. No person shall be registered or assigned a badge or 
number under the provisions of these By-laws until he presents 
a certificate from the sealer of weights and measures stating that 
all weighing and measuring devices intended to be used by such 
person have been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. 
The use of, or possession by such person with intent to use, any 
false or unsealed weighing or measuring devices shall be sufficient 
eause for the revocation of his license or the cancellation of his 
registration. 

Section 8. a. Any licensee who fails, neglects, or refuses 
to exhibit his license when the same is demanded of him by a 
selectman, commissioner, or inspector, or sealer of weights and 
measures, town treasurer, or clerk, constable, police officer, or 
justice of the peace, shall be subject to the same penalty as if he 
had no license. 

b. Nothing in these By-laws shall be construed as conflicting 
with any license issued under the authority of the Commonwealth. 

c. Any license granted under these By-laws or any by-law 
amendatory or additional thereto may be revoked by the board 
or officer granting the same. 


Junk Dealers 


Section 9. The Selectmen may license suitable persons to be 
dealers in and keepers of shops for the purchase, sale, or barter 
of junk, old metals, or second-hand articles in the town. They 
may also license suitable persons as junk collectors, to collect, 
by purchase or otherwise, junk, old metals, and second-hand arti- 
cles from place to place in the town; and they may provide that 
such collectors shall display badges upon their persons or upon 
their vehicles, or upon both, when engaged in collecting, transport- 
ing, or dealing in junk, old metals, or second-hand articles, and 
may prescribe the design thereof. They may also provide that 
such shops and all articles of merchandise therein, and any place, 
vehicle, or receptacle used for the collection or keeping of the arti- 
cles aforesaid, may be examined at all times by the Selectmen or 
by any person by them authorized thereto. The aforesaid licenses 
may be revoked at pleasure, and shall be subject to the provisions 
a Sections 186 to 189 inclusive of Chapter 102 of the Revised 

aws. 

Section 10. Every keeper of a shop for the purchase, sale, or 
barter of junk, old metals, or second-hand articles, within the 
limits of the town, shall keep a book, in which shall be written, 
at the time of every purchase of any such article, a description 
thereof, the name, age, and residence of the person from whom, 
and. the day and hour when, such purchase was made; such book 
shall at all times be open to the inspection of the Selectmen and 
of any person by them authorized to make such inspection; every 
keeper of such shop shall put in a suitable and conspicuous place 
on his shop, a sign having his name and occupation legibly 
inscribed thereon. 


Sale of Soft Drinks 


Section 11. The Selectmen may license suitable persons to 
keep open their places of business for the retail sale of beverages 
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derived wholly or in part from cereals or substitutes therefor and 
containing less than one-half of one percent of alcohol; also for 
tha retail sale of unfermented grape juice, ginger ale, root, beer, 
sarsaparilla, pop, artificial mineral waters, carbonic waters or 
beverages, and other so-called soft drinks. The fee for such 
license shall be one dollar. 


ARTICLE XiIlIl 
Public Health 
Vaults — Drains 


Section 1. No person shall allow his vault or house or stable 
drain to drain into any sewer without first obtaining from the 
proper authorities the permission so to do. 

Section 2. If the Board of Health shall at any time be satis- 
fied that any tenement, used as a dwelling-house, is not provided 
with a suitable privy, vault, and drain, or either of them, it shall 
give notice in writing to the owner, agent, occupant, or other 
person having the care thereof, and in case of neglect or refusal 
to obey such notice, the Board of Health shall cause such privy, 
vault, and drain, or either of them, to be made for such tenement 
or other building, at the expense of such owner, agent, occupant or 
other person; and in case of any such drain, vault, or privy is con- 
structed as aforesaid, for the use of more than one house, then 
the owner, agent, occupant, or other person having the charge 
of each of such houses shall be liable to pay a proportional part of 
such expense. 

Section 8. Whenever any vault, privy, or drain becomes offen- 
sive or obstructed, the same shali be cleansed, and made free, and 
the. owner, agent, occupant or other person having charge of the 
land in which any vault, privy, or drain is situated, the state or 
condition of which is in violation of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance, shall remove, cleanse, alter, amend, or repair the same 
within such reasonable time, after notice in writing to that effect 
given by the Board of Health, as shall be expressed in such notice. 
In case of neglect or refusal so to do, the Board of Health may 
cause the same to be removed. cleansed, altered, amended, or re- 
paired, as it may deem expedient, at the expense of the owner, 
agent, occupant. or other person as aforesaid, who shall also be 
liable to a penalty. 


House-O ffal 


Section 4. No person shall remove or carry in or through any 
of the streets, squares, courts, lanes, avenues, places, or alleys 
within the town of Boxford any house-dirt or house-offal, either 
animal or vegetable, or any grease or bones, or any refuse sub- 
stances from any of the dwelling-houses or other places in the 
town, unless such person so removing or carrying the same, and 
the mode in which the same may be removed or carried, shall have 
been expressly licensed by the Board of Health upon such terms 
and conditions as it may deem the health and interest of the town 
require. 
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Section 5. No person shall drive, or cause to be driven, any 
cart or wagon containing night-soil, or any cart or wagon used 
for that purpose, through any public way in the town, until per- 
mission has first been obtained from the Board of Health. 


Rubbish — Filth 


Section 6. No person shall put or suffer to accumulate on his 
premises any refuse, animal or vegetable matter, rubbish or filth, 
whereby any offensive or noxious stench or effluvia_ shall be 
created, and the health or comfort of the citizens be injuriously 
affected, or shall throw any such substances into the streams or 
brooks of the towns not laid out by the town as common sewers, 
or shall allow the contents of any vault or house drain, or the 
refuse of manufacturing or slaughtering process to drain into 
such streams or brooks. 

Section 7. No person shall throw or suffer to fall into any 
common sewer in the town, or into any inlet of the same, any 
dead animals, stones, bricks, sticks, or other substances likely to 
obstruct the flow of water in the same. 

Section 8. No person without the license of the Board of 
Health, shall throw into, or leave in or upon any street, court, 
square, lane, alley, public square, public enclosure, pond or body 
of water, or vacant lot where it would be offensive or injurious to 
health, within the limits of the town, any dead animal, dirt, saw- 
dust, soot, ashes, cinders, shavings, hair, shreds, manure, oyster, 
clam, or lobster shells, waste water, rubbish, or filth of any kind, 
or any refuse, animal or vegetable matter whatsoever. 

Section 9. All dirt, sawdust, soot, ashes, cinders, shavings, 
hair shreds, manure, oyster, clam, or lobster shells, waste water, 
or any animal or vegetable substance, rubbish, or filth, of any 
kind in, any house, warehouse, or other building, cellar, yard, un- 
accepted street, alleyway, or other place which the Board of 
Health may deem injurious to the health of the town, shall be 
removed by the owner or occupant of such house, warehouse, 
other building, cellar, yard, unaccepted street, alleyway, or other 
place where the same may be found, within twenty-four hours, or 
such other time as the Board of Health may deem reasonable, after 
notice in writing to that effect, or such removal shall be made 
under the direction of the Board of Health, and the expense there- 
of pe by such owner or occupant, who shall also be liable to a 
penalty. 


Decayed Vegetables — Tainted Meat 


Section 10. No person shall bring into town any decayed or 
damaged grain, rice, coffee, fruit, potatoes, or other vegetable 
product, or any tainted or damaged meat or fish, without a permit 
iat from and in such a manner as directed by the Board of 
Health. 
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ARTICLE XIV 
Prosecutions and Penalties 


Section 1. Except when otherwise provided by law, prosecu- 
tions for offenses under the By-laws of the town may be made by 
any constable or police officer of the town. 

Section 2. Whoever violates any provision of Articles XII or 
XIII, or any provision of Sections 1, 3, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, or 10 of Arti- 
cle XIV of the Town By-laws, or refuses or neglects to obey any 
order of the Board of Health issued under the By-laws, and 
directed to him and properly served upon him, shall, in cases not 
otherwise provided for, forfeit and pay for each offense a fine not 
exceeding twenty dollars.

HIGHWAY RECOMMENDATIONS BY SELECTMEN FOR 1929 
To the Voters of Boxford, Mass. 
Citizens :— 
Departing from the usual custom of leaving 
the highway recommendations to the voters, we are this 
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year making a few suggestions which in our judgment are 
wise for the continued advancement of good roads in Box- 
ford. 

As a preface to our recommendations let us make a 
partial report of our work during the past year. 

It has for several years been advocated by some of our 
most prominent and influential citizens that we should take 
care of our highways entirely “on our own,” meaning that 
we should make no application to the state for funds, but 
raise a certain amount of money ourselves and spend it as 
we see fit. 

In answer to this let us take a few figures from 1928. 
Last year we raised for general maintenance under Chap. 
81, $3,000.00. We spent for oiling alone $3,730.00 or $730.00 
more than we raised ourselves under Chap. 81. 

We feel that it would be poor economy not to continue 
to oil roads that have been oiled in the past, and the only 
way we see to continue this practice is to ask aid from the 
state. 

We have 52 miles of highway, 11 of which are oiled, so 
we must spend some money on the other 41 miles. 

In 1928 we built under Chap. 90 nearly a mile of new 
highway at a lower cost per yard of material than almost 
any other town or city in the County. Our highway sur- 
veyors are deserving of high praise for their work during 
the past year, and we wish to express our appreciation of 
their efforts. 

We do not wish to be, or to seem extravagant with the 
Town’s money, but in view of the existing circumstances 
at this time, namely— 

Lowest tax rate in four years. 

A very substantial cash balance Dec. 31st, 1928. 

A chance to get a permanent road for 10 % of its cost. 
The Selectmen therefore recommend the following appro- 
priations. 
$2,600.00 In conjunction with $5,200.00 supplied by the 

State for general maintenance under Chap. 81. 
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$1,400.00 To be expended under the direction of the Sel- 
ectmen. 
$2,250.00 For Killam Hill road provided $7,500.00 from 
County and $12,250.00 from State. 
$1,500.00 To continue the work on Ipswich road under 
Chapter 90. 
$1,500.00 To continue the work on Main Street under 
Chapter 90. 
$2,000.00 To be equally divided between the two parishes 
for oiling, and repair work under the direction 
of the Selectmen.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Your attention is invited to the report of the New 
School Building Committee, recommending the construction 
in the Hast Parish of a new school building centrally lo- 
cated. The School Committee concurring in this report 
wish to add that in their opinion the buildings now in use 
are inadequate and inconveniently located. We would also 
add that the present physical condition of buildings, par- 
ticularly that of the Aaron Wood School, is such that fu- 
ture maintenance costs are bound to be high. 

You will notice that the budget for 1930 is $18,875 as 
compared to $17,035 last year, an increase of $1,840. This 
increase is due to the fact that tuition for pupils going to 
high school will, we estimate, be increased about $600 and 
that an allowance has been made for improvements to the 
school buildings at an estimated cost of $1,900. 

The budget is based on the assumption that the pres- 
ent school building in the East Parish will be used for 
the coming year. A substantial part of this increase will 
not be needed should the town decide to erect the new school 
building. 

The superintendent of schools has for several years 
recommended that the toilet facilities in all the schools be 
improved. This we hope to accomplish in the coming year. 

We have had the drinking water in the various schools 
tested with the result that the State Board of Health has 
advised us that the water at the Palmer School is not up 
to standard and that the well at the Aaron Wood School 
should not be used. This has made it necessary to carry 
water to the Wood School since the opening of the school 
year. 

The committee appreciates the cooperation of the par- 
ents in connection with the various health activities under 
the able direction of Miss Barker. We also appreciate the 
splendid cooperation of the teachers and supervisors.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Committee, Boxford, Mass: 
Gentlemen : 


Herewith is presented my Sixth Annual Report as 
Superintendent of Schools for the Town of Boxford. In 
it no attempt is made to give a complete survey of the 
School System. Attention is called to the year’s progress 
and the most pressing needs. 

In many respects a reprint of my report for last’ year 
would cover events of the current year. There have been 
no changes in the teaching corps, or in the course of study. 
This means that the continuity of the school work has not 
been upset by necessary readjustments to new conditions. 

Outstanding improvements have been made in the sup- 
ply of text books. We now have what we consider the best 
selections from the outstanding texts now published. All 
have been, chosen to fit the type of schools and the com- 
munity in which they are used. In no case was choice 
made of books based on radical untried theories, nor were 
selections made of books suited only to elaborately organ- 
ized city systems. 

Our whole endeavor has been to fit the children of Box- 
ford to’ meet on as equal a level as possible, those who are 
to be their fellows and competitors when they are forced 
to assume the responsibility for their own existence and 
progress, as members of Society. We try to give them 
what they will need for success, not only in Boxford, but 
wherever fate may lead them. 

Among the many handicaps imposed upon children by 
schools of the type that. we are obliged to maintain, there 
is one marked advantage. In such schools children learn to 
think and act independently. Everything is not done for 
them. Their mental food is not predigested and sugar 
coated. They learn to learn by learning, and not by a 
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process of forced feeding. Of course the weak suffer under 
such conditions, but the weak are bound to suffer under any 
conditions based upon independent motivation. Society will 
always have to furnish props for the weak, and ecorrespond- 
ingly the weak will persist as long as society maintains 
them. 

Excellent work has been done in eare of the health of 
school children during the year. The Dental Clinic was a 
distinct success. Other clinics of preventive nature were 
successfully concluded. Credit should be given to the wide 
awake activities of the School Nurse. Our one regret is 
that we do not get 100%‘ co-operation from the parents. 
This is not peculiar to this town however. 


NEEDED IMPROVEMENTS 


The great chance for improvement in Boxford is in 
the school plant, that is, in the school buildings and their 
adjuncts. The Morse School at West Boxford needs bet- 
ter lighting for the upper classroom, and I would advocate 
placing modern toilet facilities in the basement with a water 
supply from an electric pump and pressure tank. The exist- 
ing outhouse is a relic of the dark ages of school construe- 
tion. 

In the East Parish the needs are greater. Especially is 
this true of the Aaron Wood building. 

Primarily the building is too small for existing condi- 
tions in this end of the town. When all children are pres- 
ent nearly every seat is filled and there is no place for ad- 
ditional seats. Since there is no fourth grade in this school 
the number will not be reduced by transfer to the Palmer 
School. This means that with normal enrollment in the 
first grade next September it will be impossible to seat all 
of the children. 

Even if the children could be seated this building would 
still need many expensive repairs to make it a safe place to 
house school children. The following enumeration of the 
faults of this building is given: 
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1. Toilet facilities are wholly inadequate. Chemical 
toilets should be installed. | 

2. The water supply has been condemned. <A new 
well should be provided. 

3. The lighting is totally wrong. This should be made 
as in Palmer School. 

4. Blackboards are becoming useless. New composi- 
tion or slate boards needed. 

5. Walls, ceiling and wood trim needs repainting and 
tinting. 

6. There is no closet room for the teacher’s use inside 
of the room. 

7. The entries are unheated. Children’s clothing and 
lunches are kept here or else they clutter the school room. 

8. The playground is too small and too near the road. 
It is also muddy in seasons. 

9. The ceiling needs patching or Reeder’ 

10. Leaky underpinning makes cold floors. 

In summary I would say that this building is wholly 
inadequate for further use for school purposes. 

The Palmer School is in better condition. It is large 
enough for present purposes, but the following defects are 
noteworthy. 

1. The front side of the building (facing the road) 
bulges very badly. It seems to be growing worse. 

2. The water supply is unsatisfactory. 

3. The toilets should be replaced by chemical toilets 
which are in a heated place. 

4. A new heater, or better jacket for the present 
heater is needed. 

5. More adequate and better graded playground is 
needed. 

6. Closets for teachers’ use inside the schoolroom are 
needed. 

7. Coatrooms are unheated so that wet clothing cannot 
dry and outer clothing is cold. Lunches left in this entry 
in winter all but freeze. 
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It will require a good sum of money to make these 
two buildings as they should be. If such money were spent 
it would be but a short period before other repair bills 
would become necessary. It would seem much better busi- 
ness policy to dispose of both of these buildings and erect a 
new two-room school on a larger and more centrally lo- 
cated site. 

I am told that such a site is available at no cost to 
the town. It would be a pity not to grasp such an oppor- 
tunity. 

The type of schools a town affords is often a determin- 
ing factor in the desirable growth of the town. The type 
of citizen that is desirable is the one who wants his chil- 
dren to have the advantages of education under decent con- 
ditions where right habits are formed, both of body and 
mind. This does not call for elaborate conditions but there 
are minimum standards of hygienic and sanitary conditions 
below which no school plant should be permitted to fall. 


CONCLUSION 


The help always cheerfully given by the members of 
the committee is gratefully acknowledged.

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Report of the Committee appointed to investigate the need 
and desirability of a new School House in the East Parish. 


The Committee having made a careful consideration 
of all available facts, and after several meetings and neces- 
sary investigations submit the following report. 

A change in centre of population, and new methods of 
transportation, new arrangements of High School atten- 
dance, and the prospect of future development of advanced 
elementary education, all combine to make the present con- 
ditions of school housing in the East Parish very wasteful 
of fuel, teaching time and janitor service. The condition of 
the present school buildings and their outhouses are a con- 
Stant menace to the health of the attending children. Not 
only the expense of transporting children back and forth 
to place them in the grades assigned to each teacher, but 
the wear on the children should be avoided. 

In view of these facts the Committee make the follow- 
ing recommendations :— 

FIRST. The erection of a Two Class Room School House 
as near the centre of the East Parish Village as 
is practicable. 

SECOND. The raising and appropriating of a sum of 
money adequate to build and equip such a 
school house. 

THIRD. The appointment of a Building Committee with 

full power to act and decide all questions as to 
location, plans and construction of said School 
House. 

FOURTH. That the Town authorize the Building Commit- 
tee to sell or otherwise dispose of the Palmer 
and Aaron Wood School Houses, Outbuildings 
and Real Estate as may be connected therewith. 
The money realized by such sales to be paid to 
the Town Treasurer. 
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The Committee are most grateful to Mr. Felix A. Bur- 
ton, architect of Boston, for submitting an elevation draw- 
ing of a proposed School House and floor plans, also esti- 
mating roughly as to probable cost of completed building. 

The very generous offer of Mr. L. K. Morse, making 
available to the Town a very desirable site for the New 
School House with adequate grounds, will the Committee 
hope, be most gratefully accepted and used by the Town.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


We have expended for the year 1930 $17,646.27. 

You will note that a fire escape has been installed at the 
Morse School as well as toilet facilities. We have purchased 
new desks and chairs for the new school out of the 1930 
appropriation. 

At the opening of the school year it was found necessary 
because of lack of room in the Wood School to transfer the 
fourth grade to the Palmer School. We occupied the new 
school on December 2nd and we now have plenty of room for 
our pupils. The School Committee congratulate the towns- 
people for their foresight, as the registration of pupils this 
year made it necessary that more room be provided. 

In the middle of the year a change was made in the 
Superintendency Union. Mr. Stephen G. Bean was given 
a different assignment by the Boand of Education. His ser- 
vices of supervising our schools for a number of years are 
greatly appreciated. Mr. George A. Keith now acts as 
Superintendent for us together with the towns of Groveland, 
Georgetown and Rowley. The net result will be a sub- 
stantial saving to the town. 

Mrs. Barker, who had been our school nurse for many 
years, presented her resignation which was accepted with 
regrets. Her efforts on behalf of our children are appre- 
ciated. 

Our budget for 1931 calls for $16,820. as compared with 
total expenditures of $17,646.27 for 1930. This amount will 
enable us to shingle the Morse School and change the window 
arrangement as suggested in the Superintendent’s report. 

We have received refunds from the State of $4,329.13 so 
that our net cost of operating schools for 1930 amounts to 
$13,317.14. 

The wholehearted cooperation of the teachers, super- 
visors and the school nurse is appreciated.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 





To the School Committee of Boxford: 


I herewith present my report as Superintendent of 
Schools from August 1, 1930 to January 1, 1931. 

Early in the spring of 1930 it became evident to the 
State Department of Education that a change in the towns 
comprising several superintendency unions in this part of 
the state was necessary and in the re-districting which 
occurred, Boxford was added to my former union. In the 
distribution of my time among the several towns of the 
present union, Boxford was allotted, by the Joint Committee 
of the union, one and a half less'days time than it formerly 
received with a resulting lessening of expense. It shall be 
my endeavor, however, to see that this lessening of time does 
not result in an injury to the local school system. 

In the limited time available for this town I have tried 
to become familiar with its conditions and problems. I am 
now confident that with the present school accommodations, 
with the generous supply of teaching material furnished by 
the town and the spirit of the present teaching staff we 
should be able to justify the town’s investment in its school 
system. 

At the close of the calendar year the enrollment of the 
schools was 99 as compared with 87 a year ago, an increase 
of 4 in the Morse schools.and of 8 in the East Parish. This 
merease of almost 14% is in marked contrast to the condi- 
tion found in many towns of our size and speaks most fay- 
orably for the town. 

The outstanding feature in connection with the schools 
during the past year has been the erection and occupaney of 
a new two room school building in the Hast Parish, a building 
equipped with modern systems of heating, ventilation and 
Sanitation. New furniture was installed throughout the 
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building, that in the primary grades being of the movable 
type. 

This new building replaces the two buildings which 
have long since outlived their usefulness and permits of 
almost ideal working conditions for the pupils of the East 
Parish. A near by playground given by a resident of the 
town will be greatly appreciated by the pupils. When the 
grading of the grounds about this new building is completed, 
Boxford will have a school building of which it shall justly 
be proud and furnish an adequate provision for several 
years to come. While these changes have been made in the 
East Parish, improvements are being carried out at the Morse 
School building where a fire escape, a lighting system, a 
water system and a sanitary system have been installed 
greatly adding to the comfort of the pupils as well as pro- 
ducing conditions conducive to better school work. 

I trust that the coming summer a re-arrangement of the 
windows of the grammar room similar to that made in the 
primary room will be made. At least one side of the roof 
must be re-shingled and after the painting which will be 
necessary the building will probably be in as good condition 
as is possible. 

The dental work inaugurated by the School Committee 
has been continued the past term and the opportunity to re- 
ceive this advantage was taken advantage of by a large num- 
ber of our pupils. ‘The excellent work of the former School 
Nurse has been continued this year by Mrs. Gillis. In every 
possible way care is being taken to safe guard the health of 
the pupils, in the belief that a sound body is conducive to 
a sound sane mentality. I would commend most heartily 
the work of the Supervisors of Drawing and of Music. 

The reports received as to the standing of our recent 
graduates now attending high schools show that they are 
generally maintaining a satisfactory record. We shall en- 
deavor to maintain the favorable record of past years and 
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by adequate and thorough preparation of our pupils make 
it possible for them to make even greater progress after leay- 
ing our local schools. 

We were fortunate in having had but one change in 
our teaching staff during the year. Miss Leland resigned in 
June and Mrs. McPherson was transferred to her grades and 
Miss Laurinda Parkhurst was elected to the vacancy thus 
made. I believe that we now have a strong teaching force. 

I would, in conclusion, express my appreciation of the 
co-operation extended to me by the teachers and especially 
for the support of the School Committee.

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REPORT OF BUILDING COMMITTEE 


You will find on page 19 a detailed report of expendi- 
tures in building the new school in the East Parish showing 
a total cost for land and building of $16,090.16. 

The committee selected as architect James E. Allen of 
Lawrence, Mr. Allen having had experience on school build- 
ings in Lawrence and elsewhere. The committee wish to 
express their appreciation of his interest in planning and 
supervising the building of the school. 

Plans were submitted to ten or more contractors and 
the contract was awarded to the lowest bidder—L. H. Mc- 
Aloon of North Andover. 

The building is of colonial design of brick veneer con- 
struction 74.9 x 31.4 with two class rooms 26.7 x 31.4 and 
24.2 x 31.4. Toilets were installed on the same floor as the 
class rooms. The state law on construction requires that a 
school room be high studded. This does not apply to the 
toilets so that space was available over the toilets for a 
room and toilet for use of the teachers, for physical exam- 
ination of the children and as a rest room for any children 
that might be taken ill during school hours. This room has 
been piped for toilets and can be completed at a cost of 
approximately $350 when and if the town desires. 

A hot air furnace provided with forced circulation of air 
by an electric fan heats the building with ease. 

The response of the citizens to our suggestion that a day 
be given to clearing brush and cutting trees resulted in over 
thirty men giving a day for this purpose. A like suggestion 
for grading caused about the same number to give their 
efforts for a day with the aid of a number of trucks and their 
owners. 

The building was formally turned over to the town*on 
January 18, 1931, with appropriate exercises, a record of 
which is given below:

Our appropriation for 1931 was $16,820 00 
We have expended for the year of 1931 16,268 63 
We have received refunds from the state of 4,944 50 
Leaving a net cost of operating the schools of 11,324 13 

Our 1932 budget calls for 15,100 00 


This figure has been arrived at after careful study and with the 
realization that our expenditures should be at a minimum during this 
unsettled period. 


We have awarded contracts for transporting the children for 
periods of three years in the East Parish to Archie Peabody, and in 
the West Parish to George E. Carver. In one instance the contract 
was awarded to the lowest bidder, and in the other, the person to 
whom the contract was awarded was slightly above the lowest bidder. 


The cooperation of the townspeople in building a driveway 
and grading at the Aaron Wood School and the interest of the 
Parent Teachers Association in finishing and furnishing the teachers’ 
room with the help of those who contributed their time is indicative 
of the public spiritedness of our citizens. We are indebted to Mr. 
Cole for the flagpole which has been erected at the Aaron Wood 
School. 


The cooperation of our teachers, supervisors, superintendent, 
nurse, and physician is appreciated.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Committee of Boxford: 


I herewith present my report as Superintendent of Schools for 
the year ending December 31, 1931. 

The present month has witnessed the completion of the first 
year’s use of the new school building in the East Parish and in 
every way its demonstrated value has exceeded our anticipations. The 
convenience and attractiveness of the interior and the natural pictur- 
esque setting of the building have brought forth many expressions of 
approval and praise from visiting school officials. From the teachers 
and pupils who have been privileged to use the building during the 
year have come only words of appreciation for the almost ideal con- 
ditions under which they have worked, resulting in a consequent 
greater measure of success. 

The heating, lighting, ventilating and toilet systems have 
proved adequate and entirely satisfactory. The use of movable 
furniture, somewhat an experiment in the primary room, has per- 
mitted the homogeneous grouping of pupils without extra confusion 
and disorder, while the swivel type of chair installed in the grammar 
room has added to the comfort of the pupils through the ease in tak- 
ing and leaving the seat and in reading from the side blackboards 
without the twisting of the body to an unnatural position. 

I would here voice the feeling of the teachers in expressing chef 
thanks for the furnishing of the rest room in this building by the in- 
terested parents and friends. This room furnishes an excellent room 
for the use of the school nurse when making her examination of pupils 
as well as providing a suitable place in which a pupil may rest while 
recovering from a slight temporary illness and its effective use has 
already been demonstrated. 

This building was formally dedicated in January and named 
the Aaron Wood School in honor of an early resident of the town. 
It can be claimed with truth that this building is one of the outstand- 
ing school buildings of its size and kind in this part of the state. 

At the West Parish the repairs begun the previous year have 
been completed and we now have adequate and modern lighting, 
heating and toilet facilities in this building. The re-shingling of the 
roof and the changing of the windows so as to admit light largely 
from one side, thus causing less eye strain, has made this building well 
suited for school use. 
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Our school enrollment remains practically that of last year and 
is now easily and comfortably cared for; indeed our present school 
facilities would seem to give ample provision for the town’s problem 
of housing its pupils for several years to come. 

In June, graduating exercises were held in the Town Hall, at 
which eleven pupils, eight from the Aaron Wood School and three 
from the Gardner Morse School were presented diplomas. It is 
with pride that we can say that each of these graduates has continued 
for advanced school work and is maintaining a most satisfactory 
standing in high school studies. 

The use of the radio which was presented to the Aaron Wood 
School has been most successful. Each Friday morning the pupils 
listen in to the school broadcasts by Dr. Damrosch and these can 
hardly fail to create a greater appreciation of the beautiful as 
expressed through the medium of music. During the week various 
other educational broadcasts are received and add to the effective- 
ness of our work in history, geography and literature. Of value, too, 
are the broadcasts on safety and hygiene. Undoubtedly the import- 
ance and added value of the radio will be rapidly extended for 
school use. Possibly some friend or organization may like to present 
a radio to the Morse school for the enjoyment and enrichment of 
the pupils of that school. 

We have lost by resignation two teachers during the year; Miss 
McInnes from the Morse Primary and Miss Parkhurst from the 
Aaron Wood Primary. Their places have been filled by Miss 
Regina McCarthy and Miss Grace E. Torrey, recent normal school 
graduates, and successful work is confidently expected from these 
teachers. Mrs. Gillis also resigned as school nurse and Mrs. Plum- 
mer, the Community Nurse of the Topsfield district was appointed. 
I can hardly speak too strongly of the efficient and practical work of 
Mrs. Plummer in the schools. I also gladly commmend the work of 
our music and drawing supervisors. 

I believe that in general there is an excellent spirit of coopera- 
tion existing between the parents, teachers and pupils, and such a spirit 
with trained, successful teachers working under such pleasant school- 
room surroundings should and does produce successful school work. 
I would urge parents and friends to familiarize themselves with the 
schools by actual contact through visiting the various rooms. Con- 
structive criticism is helpful and always gladly received 

In conclusion, I desire to express my thanks to the teachers for 
their cooperation and to the School Committee for their loyal support.

The Selectmen have received a communication from the Essex 
County Commissioners to the effect that they will not contribute any 
money for Chapter 90 work in 1932, therefore we do not recom- 
mend the completion of Willow or Endicott road, under this act, 
this year. 
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Our general highway recommendations are as follows: $2,600. 
in conjunction with $5,200, supplied by the State for General Main- 
tenance under Chapter 81. $2,000 to be expended under the 
direction of the Selectmen. $4,000 to be equally divided between 
the two parishes for oiling and repair work. $400 for a road ma- 
chinery fund, under Article 16 of the Town warrant. 

Further information in regard to aid from the State on road 
maintenance or construction may be available later.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


'To the School Committee of Boxford: 


The report of the Superintendent of Schools is herewith 
presented for the year ending December 31, 1932. 

It has been the desire of the superintendent to co-operate 
with the heads of the other town departments in keeping the 
operating cost of this department at such a minimum as would 
be consistent with the actual needs of the schools. To this 
end only the most necessary supplies and text books have been 
purchased, during the year and these only in quantities suffi- 
cient for our immediate needs. 

In figuring the cost of the schools of a community, it 
must first of all be borne in mind that the state contributes 
to the cost of the local schools to a substantial degree. How- 
ever since all money received by a town, credited by the state 
to the schools, goes into the genera] town treasury rather than 
into the hands of the school committee, people are apt to con- 
sider that the amount expended by the school committee is 
the gross cost of local education. This is not so; it is only by 
subtracting the amounts received from the state from the 
amount expended by the school committee that one can arrive 
at the correct figure on local, costs. 

During the past year $15,100 was appropriated for gen- 
eral school use; of this sum $14,977.84 was actually expended 
by the school committee for both elementary and high school 
education but $4,942.87 was reimbursed the town by the state 
making the net cost of local education $10,034.97. 

According to the last report of the Department of Ed- 
ucation the cost of high school tuition and transportation for 
school year ending June 30, 1932 was $5,034.39 but of this 
sum $3,980.95 was reimbursed the town, making the net cost 
of high school education to the town of $1,053.44 or an av- 
erage amount of $37.62 per pupil. One can hardly believe 
that the town can spend an equal amount more wisely than in 
the training of its own boys and girls in the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of citizenship. 

There has been but one change in the teaching staff 
during the year. Mrs. MacPherson retired in June after 
successful service at the Aaron Wood School and was succeed- 
ed by Miss Eunice Whittier of Haverhill, a graduate of four 
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years’ course of the Bridgewater Teachers’ College. Miss 
Whittier came to us with an excellent professional record and 
with intensive training in grammar grade work and her suc- 
cess has borne out the recommendations of her college. 

Continued success has marked the work of the remaining 
teachers of our staff as well as that of the special instructors. 
Again I would commend the work of the school nurse whose 
value to the school and the community is, in my opinion, far 
greater than is often found in that office. 

Reports from our high school pupils show that they, as 
a rule, are doing satisfactory work and generally were not 
lacking in their preparation for high school work. The in- 
vestment which the town is making in these boys and girls 
will, without doubt, prove justifiable. 

In October regulations were issued by the State Depart- 
ment of Public Works governing the licensing of school busses 
and their bi-monthly inspection. The drivers of our two 
school busses have presented their busses for two inspections 
and have ‘received the full sanction of the state for their 
operation. 

Our school buildings are in good condition and with minor 
repairs will not call for any great outlay of expenditure the 
coming year. 

In conclusion I would express my appreciation for the 
hearty cooperation given me by the members of the school 
committee and the teachers.
